Hair Breadth Escape 
of Venture- -

Tho arrival of the W. G. Hall 
from 
Hawaii 
yesterday 
morning 
brought 
two days later news from itho volcano; 
as well as u number of returning 
pas- 
sengers who had visited the scone of 
the eruption. 
TJio Advertiser's special 
correspond- 
ent, who was with the first party to 
reach tho 1S99 How which went up on 
July 7, and whoso thrilling description 
was published at length 
In Monday's 
paper, furnishes tho 
following 
under 
dato of July 16th: 
"Nothing very Important has trans' 
plrcd einoo I wrote you last. 
Tho fire 
in the upper crater 
has mostly 
dis- 
appeared and It is now 
safo to 
ap- 
proach 
It. 
When 
wo wero 
there 
It 
was not safo to go nearer 
than 
000 
feet. 
"Several parties have gone up since 
wo 
wero 
there, among them W. II. 
Castlo's party 
of 
fourteen 
and 
the 
Davey party from Kallua. 
"Friday 
night 
between 
9 and 
10 
o'clock, 
there was a great deal of ac 
tivity on tho mountain; 
It was wit 
nessed 
by tho crew of tho Kllohana 
between 
Kapua and South Point, also 
by some of tho residents of Kau. 
'Punaluu was washed out by tt tidal 
wave In 18C8. 
All that romalned after 
tho tidal wavo was thrco cocoanut and 
ono palm tree. 
Slnco that time 
tho 
cocoanut trees have homo no fruit, but 
strange 
to say, after 
n. lapso 
of 
31 
years a solitary cocoanut, has mado It 
appearanco on ono of tho trees, and 
when Captain Slmerson saw 
It about 
four 
weeks 
ago, 
ho 
prophesied 
an 
eruption. 
Now Captain Slmerson 
Is 
not a suporstltlous man, but In some 
way ho connects tho birth of tho young 
cocoanut wlUi tho eruption of 1868 
"It looks 
an 
If the Kau

has 
Btopped flowing for several days. 
Vol 
cano house Is crowded 
to Its full ca 
paclty." 
Stearns Buck, who was a member of 
tho volcano party, Including Frank Da 
vcy, Charles Kluegel, 
Jr., and others, 
tells of a narrow escape from suffoca 
Hon that tho party had. 
They were 
on their 
way back from Mauna Loa's 
summit. 
In front and to their right 
the craters 
were 
belching forth their 
fiery lavn. 
Suddenly from one of tho 
openings a dense cloud of sulphurous 
smoke 
arose. 
A chango In tho 
wind 
brought tho suffocating mass directly 
In front of the party. 
Behind and to 
tho other side were tho streams 
of 
molten lava nnd 
tho belching craters. 
Death 
seemed 
certain and Imminent 
But a chanco still remained. 
Tho dark 
cloud kept drawing nearer when n gust 
of wind struck it In tho center, form 
Ing It Into an arch. 
With ono accord 
tho tired and footsoro travelers dashed 
forward at their utmost speed. As they 
finally flung themselves to tho ground, 
exhausted, yet safe, 
tho 
dense mass 
again nettled low and went on Its chok 
Ing, suffocating way, 
Mr. 
Buck 
says thut 
ho would 
not 
tuko tho trip again for 110,000, 
"It was rough

Day, tho port physi- 
cian, nnd Mr. C. II. Reynolds, 
tho exec- 
utive officer of tho Hoard of Health,

and Inoculated 
them 
ns follows: 
Two 
with 
bacilli

plague, one

I prepared also twelve 
iiKar-iiRa- r 
test 
lubes and 
inoculated 
them with tho 
pathogenic 
germs 
above 
mentioned 
and also with the bacillus 
of pneumo- 
nia. 
The I'etrl dishes and tho test tubes, 
containing 
tho germs of tho diseases 
mentioned, were plated 
nil 
over tho 
room 
used 
for fumigating freight nt 
tho Pacific 
Mall wharf. 
Wire netting 
was used to cover 
them as protection 
against rats nnd mice. 
The doors were closed and the 
for- 
malin 
lamp 
discharged 
Its 
vapor 
through n small hole 
In the door 
for 
nlno hours and n half. 
On tho following 
day tho doors were 
opened 
nnd the I'etrl dishes and test 
tubes gathered. 
It could 
bo seen at a 
glance thnt all tho disease germs wer 
growing nnd showed vigorous colonies. 
The bacillus prodlglosus 
grew 
with 
such rapidity that tho greater part of 
tho I'etrl dish was covered with 
bright-re- 
d 
colonies. 
Two 
days later 
numerous 
moulds 
and ordinary germs found 
in tlio air 
havo giown 
In 
the 
dishes 
and test 
tubes. 
From the foregoing 
facts 
1 draw the 
following 
conclusions 
Formalin, as used 
in 
this 
expert 
ment, is worthless as u disinfectant. 
It is not capable 
of 
destroying 
the 
germs 
of any disease nor of arresting 
their 
development. 
It did not show 
any deleterious Inlluenco over the oi di- 
nar 
germs that lloat In the air. 
Owing to tho higher temperature of 
tho disinfecting room 
nt 
tho Pacific 
Mull wharf, tho germs, 
while 
exposed 
to 
tho 
formaline, 
vapor, giew faster 
niul moro luxuriant than tliey glow in 
tho laboratory. 
However. 
It would be enoneoiis 
to 
conclude 
that 
formalin 
Is worthless 
as u disinfecting 
agent, 
because 
it 
proved to be of no vnluo In this experi- 
ment 
Its reputation as a lellabln dis- 
infectant 
Is well established and our 
experlcnio with 
It merely 
shows 
that 
the room nt the Pacific 
.Mall wharf Is 
not adapted to Its use.

pelled that notion. 
Hy noon the smoke 
ckntri had completely" enveloped 
the 
loner part of the city, which, up to 
that time, had been partially free, fly 
!Tcnlng the smoke bad Increased 
to 
audi a density as to BUggcst to the 
I.o.i-ilono- rs 
living here nn 
old-tim- e 
friend. 
At different times and spots 
in 
tho 
city during 
the 
day 
many citizens 
averred that there was a distinctly 
sul- 
phurous smell to the smoke, while on. 
gentleman, who rodo out to the foot- 
hills on horseback during tho evening 
culled at this office afterwards 
to 
re- 
late that he had been distinctly struck 
on 
the 
face 
by 
particles of falling 
ashes or grit. 
Curtis J. Lyons of the Government 
survey office is of the opinion that the 
moke undoubtedly 
comes 
from the 
volcanic upheaval now going on on the 
Island of Hawaii. 
His theory Is that 
the southerly winds prevailing fur tho 
pnat weeft 'have driven tho smoke 
In 
vast clouds 
northwardly, 
whence, 
en 
countering tho strong trado wind pre 
ailing since last night the smoke has 
been driven back to the Islands. 
This 
theory Is generally accepted as the cor 
rcct one, and is favored by all tho cap 
tains of the 
lnter-lslan-d 
steamers. Pas 
sengers 
who came on the W. Q. Hall 
today say that clouds 
of smoko 
also 
followed 
them all the way 
from 
Ha-wn- ll. 


Hon. 
H. 
M. Whitney, Hawaii's 
ve- 
teran journalist, said yesterday: "There 
in no doubt that

smoko 
comes 
Troin tho volcano. 
I distinctly

Hmlts of a republic with a written con- 
stitution; a complete code of laws,, civil 
nnd criminal; 
a financial 
svstem;

tariff imposing duties on Imports

countries,

official entourage, 
includ- 
ing courts of final Jurisdiction; 
is still 
a legitimate government, based on the

communicated 
through 
Flam 
marlon us a "spirit 
medium." 
Flam- 
marlon at the time did not have any 
doubt whatever as to his own power as 
a medium, 
und the fact that ho was a 
spiritualistic 
"central" 
connecting 
by 
some invisible wire the 
disembodied 
with those who 
lived 
In the rickety 
tenement of the earthly body. 
It was 
assumed,

States 
Gov- 
ernment 
here has enlisted about 
100 
natives as polico, 
and they are 
gov- 
erned and ruled by a man named Gen- 
eral Ramos, 
a 
halt-cast- e 
Spaniard. 
Well, these native soldiers are red hot 
after this band of outlaws led by Igna- 
clo, and In one of their raids against 
him they captured three of his men. 
They were tried and found guilty of 
being outlaws and assassins and sen- 
tenced to be shot. 
General Ramos had 
told us that ho would let us know when 
the execution was to take place. 
So 
one morning ho sent us word to como 
up to his headquarters, as tho execu- 
tion was to take place then. 
"The day was a beautiful 
one.

was like our Ideal days In Honolulu.

a gentle 
wind was 
blowing,

ter, with his head all blown to pieces, 
the same and tho ono on the right, al- 
though not dead from the first shot 
was unconscious 
when ended with tho 
second. 
Thus died three men for 
fol- 
lowing 
what a priest in his rcllglouti

"We have Just heard that Agulnaldo 
has surrendered and that all the fight- 
ing has ceased, both In Manila and Lu- 
zon. 
How true It Is I don't know, but 
we hear all kinds of reports and never 
get a paper or a lino from Manila.

wherever we go we strike a river and 
the bathing 
Is great 
I am in 
very 
good health although 
I have just got- 
ten over an attack 
of dyrenUry, and.

professing tho Golden Rule as Its doc 
trine, advocating the care and train- 
ing of men's minds and spirits, while 
employing their hands, is so unique, 
so 
altogether 
captivating 
that 
it 
would 
rcqulro 
not 
ubovc 
half 
an hour's 
Inspection 
most effectually 
to silence for the time being the loud- 
est grumbler at modern industrial con 
ditions. 
Quite the most unique thing 
about it nil, too, is the naive confes 
slon 
by the company that 
they 
And 
business profit in what they are doing 
for their 
people. 
Enter tho women's 
dining hall on the upper floor of the 
administration 
building 
or
